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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has broadly claimed 
"multidimensional" output in the claim language. The examiner respectively disagrees with the applicant's argument that Seo does not 
teach a one dimensional correlator which outputs a multidimensional output. Seo teaches a correlator which output multiple values 
which the examiner interprets as vector per Abstract or per col. 1 lines 39-45. The examiner interprets the muliple values or vector as 
more than one dimension or multidimensional. The applicant broadly claims "first dimension associated with a hypothesis" which the 
examiner intepret as a first dimension associated with a guess or hypothesis and "second dimension associated with a correlation". The 
examiner respectively disagrees with the applicant argument that the reference does not teach "first dimension associated with a 
hypothesis" and "second dimension associated with a correlation". The reference teaches a correlator which output values each of which 
is a correlation value or second dimension. Each of the values is a guess or hypothesis or first dimension. The examiner respectively 
disagrees with the applicant argument that it would be obvious to combine the references. Seo teaches correlator and Garcia teaches an 
optical correlator. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to add the optical correlators 
of Garcia in place of the correlators Seo because optical correlators are faster and more cost effective to implement. . 
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
